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INTRODUCTION. 


x rom the poetry of the Psalter and the Book 
of Job, we turn to the Song of Songs and to 
the majestic circle of poets in the prophetic 
books. In the one, poetry finds its loveliest 
love-song, its most moving accents : 

“ Rise up, my love, my fair one, and come away. 

‘ ‘ For, !o> the winter is past, the rain is over and gone ; 

“ The flowers appear on the earth ; the time of the 
singing of birds is come, and the voice of the turtle 
is heard in our land. 

“The fig tree putteth forth her green figs, and the 
vines v»ith the tender grape give a good smell. Arise, 
my love, my fair one, and come away.” 

In the other, in the Prophets, we come upon 
the terrible argument of the love and wrath of 
Jahveh, expressed with a divine fire that has 
given poetry its most fervent imagery : 

u Thou shalt be visited of the Lord of hosts with 
thunder, and with earthquake, and' great noise, with 
storm and tempest, and the flame of devouring fire. 

“And the multitude of all the nations that fight 
against Ariel, even all that fight against her and her 
munition, and that distress her, shall be as a dream 
of a night vision.” 

In these tremendous echoes we cannot ex- 
pect the lyric melody of the Psalter. It is a 
poetry of a sterner mould, whose music depends 
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upon harmony. The spirit of the Psalter, it 
has been said by one who forgot perhaps its 
more sombre effects, is of the day. The spirit 
of the prophets is dlrtainly of night : death, 
and night, and the vision of judgment. 

In the psalms, too, the poet, though he has 
a national as well as an individual sentiment, 
is more personal, and more simply e lyrical. 
In the prophets, we have wider and wider 
themes : the tragedy of all Israel, confronted 
by Assyrian armies ; the cry of the nations, the 
iteration of the Messianic hope, the pathetic 
longing of an oppressed race for the destined 
deliverer. The psalmists hinted at these things ; 
but in the main they uttered their own personal 
desires, and joy of life, and delight in God. 
The lyric poet, pure and simple, stands r as it 
were outside history. The gnomic poet, the 
prophet, to have his last effect, needs tp have 
his epic scenery about him, and to be referred 
to that resounding Past, in whose titanic 
periods we hear the tramp of armies and the 
noise of trumpets, with a refrain of cities fallen 
and man at odds with destiny. 

These divine songs from Isaiah and the 
other prophets, lyric as they are by the liberal 
standard we have adopted, need that their 
epic context and historic colour be remem- 
bered, to gain their full force. In the book 
of Isaiah, it is Jerusalem whose streets live 
again, at a recall of twenty-five centuries, but 
a Jerusalem with what a background, with the 
great plains, and Babylon and all the Assyrian 
enginery in the distance, and with the rumour 
x 
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at its gates of those terrible ' names : Tiglath 
Pileser, Sargon, and Sennacherib. 

Amidst those strange and archaic dynasties 
Isaiah lived. The call to be a poet and 
prophet came to him, he tells us, in the last 
year of King Uzziah — that is about 740 B.c. 
In the following years, Tiglath Pileser is 
rampant in the lands to the north ; and we 
find Isaiah, on the birth of a son, using the 
child to point, with the delightfully homely 
imagery which the greater poets do not disdain, 
the impending fall of Damascus : “ For before 
the child shall have knowledge to cry my 
father and my mother, the riches of Damascus 
and the spoil of Samaria shall be taken away 
before the King of Assyria." In 732, Tiglath 
Pile*er took Damascus, and Jerusalem stands 
afraid, as the record of his terrible march is 
rehearsed in Isaiah's sounding lines. It is like 
some finer chronicle of the advance of a 
Napoleon, written in modern times with the 
names of familiar places : 

“ He is come to Aiath, he is passed to Migron ; at 
Michmash he hath laid up his carriages : 

“ They are gone over the passage : they have taken 
up their lodging at Geba ; Ramah is afraid ; Gibeah 
of Saul is fled. 

“ Lift up thy voice, O daughter of Galiim : cause 
it to be heard unto Laish, O poor Anathoth. 

“ Madmenah is removed ; the inhabitants of Gebim 
gather themselves to flee.” 

And then, ominous refrain : 

“ He shall shake his hand against the mount of 
the daughter of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem.” 
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To understand something of the contempor- 
ary effect of that march of a militant nation, 
with a national zest for war and the pride of 
arms, against a pastoral race like the Israelites, 
one must revive an actual Babylon, as well 
as an actual Jerusalem. For this, one may 
piece together some of those vast fragments of 
Assyrian architecture in the British Museum ; 
with their mysterious inscriptions of the rise 
and fall of kings and empires. 

The architecture of Assyria, says Sir Frederic 
Leighton in one of his Academy Discourses, 
“is mainly palatial and expressive of the 
power of a ruthless race of kings ; for Assyria 
in the days of its greatness was as a vast 
camp spread about the throne of a fighting 
monarch, and the Assyrians were a breed of 
warriors, fierce and without fear, casting down 
their enemies, in the words of Isaiah, 'as a 
tempest of hail and a destroying storm.’ # And 
the pride of splendour, too, was strong within 
them. Would you see an Assyrian king in all 
his love of luxury and in his lust of blood? 
Then look where Assar-ban-habal sits with his 
queen, carved on an alabaster slab now in the 
British Museum. Amongst the palm-trees of 
the Royal Gardens, his weapons laid aside, but 
at hand, he reclines on a sumptuous couch, 
curiously wrought, and spread with stuffs from 
the famous looms of Babylon ; opposite to him 
on a throne, sits the queen. . . . On w r hat is 
the great king gazing across the bubbles of his 
wine? Not at the golden date palms, not at the 
simmering plain, not at the sky’s blue tint, — nor 
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even, I fear, on the features.of the queen. His 
eye rests, in plain contemplation, upon an object 
hung full in view on a bough before him, the 
sweetest sight of all ; his enemy’s hated head, 
dangling dishonoured upside down.” 

The pomp, the insolent wealth and luxury, 
the splendour, of Babylon, were growing to 
their climacteric height during Baiah’s career. 
*It was the London of the seventh century before 
Christ ; but with what a difference. Its im- 
mense walls contained an area as wide as that 
of modern London ; its temple of Belus, its 
tow T er of Nimrod, its hanging gardens, terraces, 
palaces and caged Euphrates, make our mod- 
ern splendours look foolish. Later, and just 
before the death of Nebuchadnezzar, it was at 
its zanith. * 4 The spoils of N ineveh, J erusalem , 
and Egypt had enriched it ; its armies had 
swept like a torrent over the finest countries of 
the efst : the arts and sciences were centred 
here, and hither came the philosophers of the 
west.” Too much power and wealth indeed. 
The rot of luxury was already working at its 
walls. Wc know how its fall came, related 
with such sombre tragedy in the dark, magnifi- 
cent Book of Daniel, which forms, as it were, 
the epic conclusion to the reiterated forewarning 
of the poets and watchmen of Israel : 4 4 Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen,” 

Of all that ancient splendour, what is left ? 
A few mouldering walls in the desert, a few 
relics in the museums of a later civilisation, 
But the mournful song, and the psafrn of 
deliverance, that Isaiah sang, lives for ever, 
xiii 
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It is the fortune of the true poets, their com- 
pensation for the thousand ills, 

“Not marble, nor the gilded monuments 
Of princes, shall outlive this powerful rhyme.” 

As with the line of kings in Assyria, Chaldea, 
and Egypt, the Sargons and Belshazzars, and 
the rest, once so powerful and now so lost in 
time, we carry on the line of the iifimortal 
poets who have outlasted them. Isaiah is said to 
have died no peaceful death. Tradition tells us 
he was martyred after the accession of Manasseh, 
by being sawn asunder. Born early in the sixth 
century B.c., about a century later than his great 
predecessor, Jeremiah naturally succeeds him, 
finding also his familiar associations in Jeru- 
salem. But it is another Jerusalem, whose fall 
is imminent at the hands of the Chaldeans ;*and 
then, whose downfall is accomplished : — 

41 How doth the city sit solitary, that was«full of 
people ! How is she become as a widow ! She that 
was great among the nations, and princess among the 
provinces, how is she become tributary.” 

“The ways of Zion do mourn, because none come 
to the solemn feasts : all her gates are desolate ; her 
priests sigh, her virgins are afflicted, and she is in 
bitterness.” 

Jerusalem, city of a thousand sighs, a thou- 
sand aspirations ; the crown and the shame of 
Israel : the Queen that demeaned herself with 
false lovers, and fell ; the darling child that 
became an adultress : Jerusalem serves as no 
other city ever did, for the symbol of the ideal 
city not made with hands, eternal in the heavens, 
and that the poets and the prophets, that she 
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sometimes so entreated, loved only the more 
for her sins. 

“ Again, I will build thee, and thou shalt be built, 
O Virgin of Israel ; thou shalt again be adorned 
with thy tabrets, and shalt go forth in the dances of 
them that make merry ! ” 

Not only Jeremiah of old time, but the 
mediaeval Jehudah ben Halevy, as narrated by 
Heine in his haunting poem of later time, serves 
to keep for us her sorrowful remembrance. In 
Heine's poem, Jehudah returns to Jerusalem, 
and amid her ruins, sings once again, as 
Jeremiah did, her lament : — 

“That lay of pearled tears is the wide-famed 
lament, which is sung in all the scattered tents of 
Jacob throughout the world, 

*' On the ninth day of the month which is called 
Ab, on the anniversary of Jerusalem’s destruction by 
Titus Vespasianus. 

“ Y^, that is the song of Sion, which Jehuda ben 
Halevy sang with his dying breath amid the holy 
ruins of Jerusalem. 

“ Barefoot, and in penitential weeds, he sate there 
upon a fragment of a fallen column, down to his 
breast fell, 

“ Like a grey forest, his hair, and cast a weird 
shadow on the face which looked out through it, 
his troubled pale face, with the spiritual eyes. 

“ So he sate and saw, like unto a seer out of the 
fore-time to look upon : Jeremiah, the Ancient, 
seemed to have risen out of his grave. 

“ But a bold Saracen came riding that way, aloft 
on his barb, lolling on his saddle, and brandishing a 
naked javelin ; 

“ Into the breast of the poor singer he plunged his 
deadly shaft, and shot away like a winged shadow. 

“Quietly flowed the Rabbi’s life-blood, quietly 
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he sang his song to an end, and his last dying sigh 
was Jerusalem.” 

In these pathetic lines of Heine we have 
again a sign of how the ancient music of the 
Bible has affected modern poetry. If poetry 
be # indeed the divine thing, and poets the 
finer instruments of the eternal verities, that 
was claimed in the “ Prelude to Poetry *7 this is 
as it should be. And the more poetry returns 
to such living sources, as those at which the 
prophetic poets of old time drank deep, the 
more chance of its continuing their great tradi- 
tion in our own day. 

From David, through the unknown authors 
of the Book of Job, and the Song of Songs, 
through Isaiah, and Jeremiah, and Ezekiel ; 
through Amos the shepherd, and Hosea; and 
Malachi : what a noble and sublime chorus it 
is. Its music only ends at last roundina the 
great Messianic tradition that runs like a re- 
frain through so many of its psalms and 
poems, with the divine songs that announce 
the Christian fulfilment of their prophecy. 
And there it fitly ends. But whether as the 
lyric flowering of the strange history of that 
inspired people to which David and Isaiah 
and Jehuda ben Halevy, and Spinoza and 
Heine, belonged ; or, as a part of our own 
poetry, which has affected indeed our whole 
spirit and mode of speech : it is the most 
moving and inspiring body of imaginative song 
which we possess. As Milton said: “of all 
the Lyric kind, — incomparable ! "

Isaiah i. 


Hkak, 0 heavens, and give ear, 0 earth:

The o.v knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: but Israel doth not know, niv 
people doth not consider. 

Ah sinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, 
a seed of evildoers, children that are corrupters : 
they have forsaken the Lord, they have pro- 
voked the Holy One of Israel unto anger, they 
are gone away backward. 

Why should ye be stricken any more? ye 
will revolt more and more : the whole head is 
sick, and the whole heart faint. 

From the sole of the foot even unto the head 
there is no soundness in it ; but wounds, anil 
bruises, and putrifying sores : they have not 
been closed, neither bound up, neither molli- 
fied with ointment. 
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Your country is desolate, your cities are 
burned with fire : your land, strangers devour 
it in your presence, and it is desolate, as over- 
thrown by strangers. 

And the daughter of Zion is left as a cottage 
in a vineyard, as a lodge in a garden of 
cucumbers, as a besieged city.

Dominus. Isaiah xlv. 

1 HUS saith the Lord to his anointed, to Cyrus, 
whose right hand I have hclden, to subdue 
nations before him ; and I will loose the loins 
of kfngs, to open before him the two leaved 
gates ; and the gates shall not be shut ;

For thus saith the high and lofty One that 
inhabiteth eternity, whose name is Ffoly ; I 
dwell in the high and holy place, with him also 
that is of a contrite and humble spirit, to revive 
the spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart 
of the contrite ones. 

For I will not contend for ever, neither will 
I be always wroth : for the spirit should fail 
before me, and the souls which I have made. 

For the iniquity of his covetousness was I 
wroth, and smote him : I hid me, and was 
wroth, and he went on frowardly in the way of 
his heart. 

I have seen his ways, and will heal him : I 
will lead him also, and restore comforts unto 
him and to his mourners. 

I create the fruit of the lips ; Peace, peace to 
him that is far off, and to him that is near, 
saith the Lord ; and I will heal him. 
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But the wicked are like the troubled sea, when 
it cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire and 
dirt. 

There is no peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked.

Declare ye among the nations, and publish, 
and set up a standard ; publish, and conceal 
not : say, Babylon is taken, Bel is confounded, 
Mcrodach is broken in pieces ; her idols are 
confounded, her images are broken in pieces. 

For out of the north there cometh up a nation 
against her, which .shall make h»T land desolate, 
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and none shall dwell therein : they shall remove, 
they shall depart, both man and beast. 

In those days, and in that time, saith the 
Lord, the children of Israel shall come, they 
and the children of Judah together, going and 
weeping : they shall go, and seek the Lord their 
God. 

They shall ask the way to Zion with their 
faces thitherward, saying, Come, and let us 
join ourselves to the Lord in a perpetual cove- 
nant that shall not be forgotten.

Shout against her round about : she hath 
given her hand : her foundations are fallen, her 
walls are thrown down : for it is the vengeance 
of the Lord : take wnger.nc- upon her ; as she 
hath done, do unto her. 

Cut off the sower from Bahylon, and him 
that handleth the sickle in the time of harvest : 
for feai of the oppressing sword they shall 
turn every one to his people, and they shall 
flee every one to his own land. 

Israel is a scatteicd sheep; the lions have 
driven him away : first the king of Assyria hath 
devoured him ; and last this Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon hath broken his bones. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; Behold, I will punish the king 
of Babylon and his land, as I have punished 
the king of Assyria. 

And I will bring Israel again to his habita- 
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tion, and he shall feed on Carmel and Bashan, 
and his soul shall be satisfied upon mount 
Ephraim and Gilead. 

In those days, and in that time, saith the 
Lord, the iniquity of Israel shall be sought for, 
and there shall be none ; and the sins of Judah, 
and they shall not be found : for I will pardon 
them whom I reserve. 

Go up against the land of Merathaim, even 
against it, and against the inhabitants of Pekod : 
waste and utterly destroy after them, saith the 
Lord, and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee. 

A sound of battle is in the land, and of great 
destruction. 

How is the hammer of the whole earth cut 
asunder and broken ! how is Babylon become 
a desolation*among the nations ! 

I have laid a snare for thee, and thou art 
also taken, O Babylon, and thou wast not 
aw'are : thou art found, and also caught, 
because thou hast striven against the Lord. 

The Lord hath opened his armoury, and 
hath brought forth the weapons of his indigna- 
tion : for this is the work of the Lord God of 
hosts in the land of the Chaldeans. 

Come against her from the utmost border, 
open her storehouses : cast her up as heaps, 
and destroy her utterly : let nothing of her be 
left. 

Slay all her bullocks ; let them go down to 
the slaughter : w’oe unto them ! for their day is 
come, the time of their visitation. 

The voice of them that flee and escape out 
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of the land of Babylon, to declare in Zion the 
vengeance of the Lord our God, the vengeance 
of his temple. 

Call together the archers against Babylon : 
all ye that bend the bow, camp against it 
round about ; let none thereof escape : recom- 
pense her according to her work ; according to 
all that she hath done, do unto her : for she 
hath been proud against the Lord, against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

Therefore shall her young men fall in the 
streets, and all her men of war shall be cat off 
in that day, saith the Lord. 

Behold, I am against thee, O thou m^st 
proud, saith the Lord God of hosts : for thy 
day is come, the time that I wall visit thee. 

And the most proud shall stumble and fall, 
and none shall raise him up : and I will kindle 
a fire in his cities, and it shall devour all round 
about him. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; The children 
of Israel and the children of Judah were 
oppressed together : and all that took them 
captives held them fast ; they refused to let 
them go. 

Their Redeemer is strong ; the Lord of hosts 
is his name : he shall thoroughly plead their 
cause, that he may give rest to the land, and 
disquiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 

A sword is upon the Chaldeans, saith the 
Lord, and upon the inhabitants of Babylon, 
and upon her princes, and upon her wise 
men. 

A sword is upon the liars ; and they shall 
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dote : a sword is upon her mighty men ; and 
they shall be dismayed. 

A sword is upon their horses, and upon their 
chariots, and upon all the mingled people that 
are in the midst of her ; and they shall become 
as women : a sword is upon her treasures ; and 
they shall be robbed. 

A drought is upon her wateis ; and they shall 
be dried up : for it is the land of graven 
images, and they are mad upon their idols. 

Therefore the wild beasts of the desert with 
the wild beasts of the islands shall dwell there, 
and the owls shall dwell therein : and it shall 
be no more inhabited for ever ; neither shall it 
be dwelt in from generation to generation. 

As God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah 
and the neighbour cities thereof, saith the 
Lord ; so shall no man abide there, neither 
shall any son of man dwell therein. 

Behold, a people shall come from the north, 
and a great nation, and many kings shall be 
raised up from the coasts of the earth. 

They shall hold the bow and the lance : they 
are cruel; and will not shew mercy : their voice 
shall roar like the sea, and they shall ride upon 
horses, every one put in array, like a man to 
the battle, against thee, O daughter of Babylon. 

The king of Babylon hath heard the report of 
them, and his hands waxed feeble : anguish 
took hold of him, and pangs as of a woman in 
travail. 

Behold, he shall come up like a lion from 
the swelling of Jordan unto the habitation of 
the strong : but I will make them suddenly tun 
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away from her : and who is a chosen man, that 
I may appoint over her? for who is like me? 
and who will appoint me the time? and who is 
that shepherd that will stand before me? 

Therefore hear ye the counsel of the Lord, 
that he hath taken against Babylon ; and his 
purposes, that he hath purposed against the 
land of the Chaldeans : Surely the least of the 
flock shall draw diem out: surely he shall 
make their habitation desolate with them. 

At the noise of the taking of Babylon the 
earth is moved, and the cry is heard among the 
nations.

n o\v doth the city sit solitary, that was full 
of people ! how is she become as a widow ! she 
that was great among the nations, and princess 
among the provinces, how is she become tribu- 
tary ! 

She wccpeth sore in the night, and her tears 
are on her cheeks : among all her lovers she 
hath none to comfort her : all her friends have 
dealt treacherously with her, they are become 
her enemies. 

Judah is gone into captivity because of 
affliction, and because of great servitude : she 
dwellelh among the heathen, she findeth no 
rest : all her persecutors overtook her between 
the straits. 

The ways of Zion do mourn, because none 
come to the solemn feasts : all her gates are 
desolate: her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted, and she is in bitterness. 

Her adversaries are the chief, her enemies 
prosper ; for the Lord hath afflicted her for the 
multitude of her transgressions : her children 
are gone into captivity before the enemy. 

And from the daughter of Zion nil her beauty 
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is departed : her princes are become like harts 
that find no pasture, and they are gone without 
strength before the pursuer. 

Jerusalem remembered in the days of Her 
affliction and of her miseries all her pleasant 
things that she had in the days of old, when 
her people fell into the hand of the enemy, and 
none did help her : the adversaries saw her, 
and did mock at her sabbaths. 

Jerusalem hath grievously sinned ; therefore 
she is removed : all that honoured her despise 
her, because they have seen her nakedness : 
yea, she sigheth, and turneth backward. 

Her filthiness is in her skirts; she r rt - 
membereth not her last end ; therefore she 
came down wonderfully: she had no con* 
forter. O Lord, behold my affliction : for the 
enemy hath magnified himself. 

The adversary hath spread out his hand upon 
all her pleasant things : for she hath seen that 
the heathen entered into her sanctuary, whom 
thou didst command that they should not enter 
into thy congregation. 

All her people sigh, they seek bread ; they 
have given their pleasant things for meat to 
relieve the soul: see, O Lord, and consider; 
for I am become vile. 

Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass by? 
behold, and see if there be any sorrow like unto 
my sorrow, which is done unto me, wherewith 
the Lord hath afflicted me in the day of his 
fierce anger. 

From above hath he sent fire into my bones, 
and it prevaileth against them : he hath spread 
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a net for my feet, he hath turned me back: 
he hath made me desolate and faint all the 
day. 

The yoke of my transgressions is bound by 
his hand : they are wreathed, and come up 
upon my neck : he hath made my strength to 
fall, the Lord hath delivered me into their 
hands, from whom I am not able to rise up. 

The Lord hath trodden under foot all my 
mighty men in the midst of me : he hath called 
an assembly against me to crush my young 
men: the Lord hath trodden the virgin, the 
daughter of Judah, as in a winepress. 

For these things I weep ; mine eye, mine eye 
runneth down with water, because the com- 
forter that should relieve my soul is far from 
me : my children are desolate, because the 
enemy prevailed. 

Zion spreadeth forth her hands, and there 
is none to comfort her : the Lord hath com- 
manded concerning Jacob, that his adversaries 
should be round about him : Jerusalem is as a 
inenstruous woman among them. 

The Lord is righteous ; for I have rebelled 
against his commandment : hear, I pray you, 
all people, and behold my sorrow : my virgins 
and my young men are gone into captivity. 

I called for my lovers, but they deceived me : 
my priests and mine elders gave up the gh©st 
in the city, while they sought their meat to 
relieve their souls. 

Behold, O Lord ; for 1 am in distress : my 
bowels are troubled ; mine heart is turned 
within me ; for I have grievously rebelled : 
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abroad the sword bereaveth, at home there is 
as death. 

They have heard that I sigh : there is none 
to comfort me : all mine enemies have heard of 
my trouble ; they are glad that thou hast done 
it : thou wilt bring the day that thou hast 
called, and they shall be like unto me. 

Let all their wickedness come before thee ;

How is the gold become dim! how is the 
most fine gold changed ! the stones of the sanc- 
tuary are poured out in the top of every street. 

The precious sons of Zion, comparable to 
fine gold, how are they esteemed as earthen 
pitchers, the work of the hands ot the potter ! 

Even the sea monsters draw out t^ : breast, 
they give suck to their young ones : the 
daughter of my people is become cruel, like 
the ostriches in the wilderness.

Wherefore thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, 
I am against your pillows, wherewith ye there 
hunt the souls to make them lly, and 1 will tear 
them from your arms, and will let the souls go, 
even the souls that ye hunt to make them fly. 

Your kerchiefs also will I tear, and deliver 
my people out of your hand, and they shall be 
no more in your hand to be hunted ; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord.

And I will spread my net upon him, and he 
shall be taken in my snare, and I will bring 
him to Babylon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath trespassed against

And all his fugitives with all his bands shall 
fall by the sword, and they that remain shall 
be scattered toward all winds : and ye shall 
know that I the Lord have spoken it.

Son of man, because that Tyrus hath said 
against Jerusalem, Aha, she is broken that was 
the gates of the people : she is turned unto me :

Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, 
I am against thee, O Tyrus, and will cause 
many nations to come up against thee, as the 
sea causeth his waves to come up.

By reason of the abundance of his horses 
their dust shall cover thee : thy walls shall 
shake at the noise of the horsemen, and of the 
wheels, and of the chariots, when he shall enter 
into thy gates, as men enter into a city wherein 
is made a breach. 

With the hoofs of his horses shall he tread 
down all thy streets : he shall slay thy people 
by the sword, and thy strong garrisons shall go 
down to the ground. 

And they shall make a spoil of thy riches, 
and make a prey of thy merchandise and they 
shall break down thy walls, and' destroy thy 
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pleasant houses : and they shall lay thy stones 
and thy timber and thy dust in the midst of the 
water. 

And I will cause the noise of thy songs to 
cease ; and the sound of thy harps shall be no 
more heard. 

And I will make thee like the top of a rock . 
thou shall be a place to spread nets upon ; 
thou shall be built no more : for I the Lord 
have spoken it, saith the Lord God. 

Thus saith the Lord God to Tyrus ; Shall 
not the isles shake at the sound of thy fall, 
when the wounded cry, when the slaughter is 
made in the midst of thee? 

Then all the princes of the sea shall come 
down from their thrones, and lay away their 
robes, and put off their broidered garments : 
they shall clothe themselves with trembling ; 
they shall sit upon the ground, and shall 
tremble at every moment, and be astonished at 
thee. 

And they shall take up a lamentation for thee, 
and say to thee, How art thou destroyed, that 
wast inhabited of seafaring men, the renowned 
city, which wast strong in the sea, she and her 
inhabitants, which cause their terror to be on 
all that haunt it ! 

Now shall the isles tremble in the day of thy 
fall ; yea, the isles that are in the sea shall be 
troubled at thy departure. 

For thus saith the Lord God ; When I shall 
make thee a desolate city, like the cities that are 
not inhabited ; w hen I shall bring up the deep 
upon thee, and great waters shall cover thee ; 
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When I shall bring thee down with them 
that descend into the pit, with the people of 
old time, and shall set thee in the low parts of 
the earth, in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou be not 
inhabited ; and I shall set glory in the land of 
the living ; 

I will make thee a terror, and thou shalt be 
no more : though thou be sought for, yet shalt 
thou never be found again, saith the Lord God.

The Lamentation for 
Tyrus. — Ezekiel xxvii. 


1 he word of the Lord came again unto me, 
saying, 

Now, thou son of man, take up a lamenta- 
tion for Tyrus ; 

And say unto Tyrus, O thou that art situate 
at the entry of the sea, which art a merchant of 
the people for many isles, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; O Tyrus, thou hast said, I am of perfect 
beauty. 

Thy borders are in the midst of the seas, thy 
builders have perfected thy beauty. 

They have made all thy ship boards of fir 
trees of Senir : they have taken cedars from 
Lebanon to make masts for thee. 
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Of the oaks of Bashan have they made thine 
oars ; the company of the Ashurites have made 
thy benches of ivory, brought out of the isles of 
Chittim. 

Fine linen with broidered work from Egypt 
was that which thou spreadest forth to be thy 
sail ; blue and purple from the isles of Elishah 
was that which covered thee. 

The inhabitants of Zidon and Arvad were 
thy mariners: thy wise men, O Tyrus, that 
were in thee, were thy pilots. 

The ancients of Gebal and the w ise men 
thereof were in thee thy calkers : all the ships 
of the sea with their mariners were in thee to 
occupy thy merchandise. 

They of Persia and of Lud and of Phut were 
in thine army, thy men of war : they hanged 
the shield and helmet in thee ; they set forth 
thy comeliness. 

The men of Arvad with thine army were 
upon thy walls round about, and the Gam- 
madims were in thy towers : they hanged their 
shields upon thy walls round about ; they have 
made thy beauty perfect. 

Tarshish was thy merchant by reason of the 
multitude of all kind of riches ; with silver, iron, 
tin, and lead, they traded in thy fairs. 

Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they were thy 
merchants : they traded the persons of men 
and vessels of brass in thy market. 

They of the house of Togarmah traded in 
thy fails with horses and horsemen and mules. 

The men of Dedan were thy merchants ; 
many isles were the merchandise of thine hand : 
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they brought thee for a present horns of ivory 
and ebony. 

Syria was thy merchant by reason of the 
multitude of the wares of thy making : they 
occupied in thy fairs with emeralds, purple, 
and broidered work, and fine linen, and coral, 
and agate. 

Judah, and the land of Israel, they were thy 
merchants : they traded in thy market wheat 
of Minnith, and Pannag, and honey, and oil, 
and balm. 

Damascus was thy merchant in the multitude 
of the wares of thy making, for the multitude 
of all riches ; in the wine of Helbon, and white 
wool. 

Dan also and Javan going to and fro occu- 
pied in thv fairs: bright iron, cassia, and 
calamus, were in thy market. 

Dedan was thy merchant in precious clothes 
for chariots. 

Arabia, and all the princes of Kedar, they 
occupied with thee in lambs, and rams, and 
goats : in these were they thy merchants. 

The merchants of Sheba and Raamah, they 
were thy merchants : they occupied in thy fairs 
with chief of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, the merchants 
of Sheba, Asshur, and Chiimad, were Ihy 
merchants. 

These were thy merchants in all sorts of 
things, in blue clothes, and broidered work, 
and in chests of rich apparel, bound with cords, 
and made of cedar, among thy merchandise. 
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The ships of Tarshish did sing of thee in thy 
market : and thou wast replenished, and made 
very glorious in the midst of the seas. 

Thy rowers have brought thee into great 
waters : the east wind hath broken thee in the 
midst of the seas. 

Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy merchandise, 
thy mariners, and thy pilots, thy calkers, and 
the occupiers of thy merchandise, and all thy 
men of war, that are in thee, and in all thy 
company which is in the midst of thee, shah 
fall into the midst of the seas in the day of thy 
ruin. 

The suburbs shall shake at the sound of the 
cry of thy pilots. 

And all that handle the oar, the mariners, 
and all the pilots of the sea, shall come down 
from their ships, they shall stand upon the land ; 

And shall cause their voice to be heard against 
thee, and shall cry bitterly, and shall cast up 
dust upon their heads, they shall wallow them- 
selves in the ashes : 

And they shall make themselves utterly bald 
for thee, and gird them with sackcloth, and 
they shall weep for thee with bitterness of heart 
and bitter wailing. 

And in their wailing they shall take up a 
lamentation for thee, ancj, lament over thee, 
saying, What city is like Tyrus, like the 
destroyed in the midst of the sea? 

When thy wares went forth out of the seas, 
thou filledst many people ; thou didst enrich 
the. kings of the earth with the multitude of thy 
riches and of thy merchandise. 
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In the time when thou shalt be broken 
by the seas in the depths of the waters thy 
merchandise and all thy company in the midst 
of thee shall fall. 

All the inhabitants of the isles shall be 
astonished at thee, and their kings shall be 
sore afraid, they shall be troubled in their 
countenance. 

The merchants among the people shall hiss 
at thee ; thou shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
be any more.

The Admonition of 
Pharaoh.— Ezekiel xx\i. 


W hom art hou like in thy greatness? 

Behold, the Assyrian was a cedar in Lebanon 
with fair branches, and with a shadowing 
shroud, and of an high stature ; and his top 
was ..among the thick boughs. 

The waters made him great, the deep set him 
up on high with her rivers running round about 
his plants, and sent out her little rivers unto all 
the trees of the field. 

Therefore his height was exalted above all 
the trees of the field, and his boughs were 
multiplied, and his branches became long be- 
cause of the multitude of waters, when he shot 
forth. 

All the fowls of heaven made their nests in 
his boughs, and under his branches did all the 
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beasts of the field bring forth their young, nnd 
under his shadow dwelt all great nations. 

Thus was he fair in his greatness, in the 
length of his branches : for his root was by 
great waters. 

The cedars in the garden of God could not 
hide him : the fir trees were not like his boughs, 
and the chesnut trees were not like bis branches ; 
nor any tree in the garden of Clod was like unto 
him in his beauty. 

I have made him fair by the multitude of his 
branches : so that all the tree-, of Eden, that 
were in the garden of God, envied him. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; because 
thou hast lifted up thyself in height, and he 
hath shot up his top among the thick boughs, 
and his heart is lifted up in his height ; 

I have therefore delivered him into the hand 
of the mighty one ol the heathen ; he shall 
surely deal with him : I have driven him out 
for his wickedness.

him. 

I made the nations to shake at the sound of 
his fall, when I cast him down to hell with 
them that descend into the pit : and all the 
trees of Eden, the choice and best of Lebanon, 
all that drink water, shall be comforted in the 
nether parts of the earth. 

They alsow r ent down into hell with him unto 
them that be slain with the sword ; and they 
that were his arm, that dw r elt under his shadow 
in the midst of the heathen. 

To -whom art thou thus like in glory and in 
greatness among the trees of Eden ? yet shall 
thou be brought down with the trees of Eden 
unto the nether parts of the earth : thou shalt 
lie in the midst of the uncircumcised w r ith them 
that lie slain by the sword.

The Sword of Judg- 
ment. — F7ekiel xxxiii. 


W HEN I bring the sword upon a land, if the 
people of the land take a man of their coasts, 
and set him for their watchman : 

If when he seeth the sword come upon the 
land, he blow the trumpet, and warn the people ; 

Then whosoever heareth the sound of the 
trumpet, and taketh not warning ; if the sword 
come, and take him away, his blood shail be 
upon his own head. 

He heard the sound of the trumpet, and 
took not warning ; his blood shall be upon 
him. But he that taketh warning shall deliver 
his soul. 

But if the watchman see the sword come, 
and blow not the trumpet, and the people lx? 
not warned ; if the sword come, and take any 
person from among them, he is taken away 
in his iniquity ; but his blood will I require at 
the watchman's hand. 

So thou, O Son of man, I have set thee a 
watchman unto the house of Israel ; therefore 
thou shall hear the word at my mouth, and 
warn them from me. 

When I say unto the wicked, O wicked man, 
thou shalt surely die ; if thou dost not speak to 
warn the wicked bom his way, that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity ; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand. 
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Nevertheless, if thou warn the wicked of his 
way to turn from it ; if he do not turn from his 
way, he shall die in his iniquity ; but thou hast 
delivered thy soul. 

Therefore, O thou son of man, speak unto 
the house of Israel ; Thus ye speak, say- 
ing, 

If our transgressions and our sins be upon 
us, and we pine away in them, how should we 
then live? 

Say unto them, As I live, saith the Lord 
God, I have no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked ; but that the wicked turn from his way 
and live : turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways ; 
for why will ye die, O house of Israel ? 

Therefore, thou son of man, say unto the 
children of thy people, The righteousness of 
the righteous shall not deliver him in the day 
of his transgression : as for the wickedness of 
the wicked, he shall not fall thereby in the day 
that he turnetli from his wickedness ; neither 
shall the righteous be able to live for his 
righteousness in the day that he sinneth. 

When I shall say to the righteous, that he 
shall surely live ; if he trust to his own righteous- 
ness, and commit iniquity, all his righteous- 
nesses shall not be remembered ; but for his 
iniquity that he hath committed, he shall die 
for it. 

Again, when I say unto the wicked, Thou 
slialt surely die ; if he turn from his sin, and do 
that which is lawful and right ; 

If the wicked restore the pledge, give again 
that he had robbed, walk in the statutes of life, 
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without committing iniquity ; he shall surely 
live, he shall not die. 

None of his sins that he hath committed 
shall be mentioned unto him : he hath done 
that which is lawful and right ; he shall surely 
* live. 

Yet the children of thy people say, The way 
of the Lord is not equal : but as for them, 
their way is not equal. 

When the righteous turncth from his right- 
eousness, and committeth iniquity, he shall 
even die thereby. 

But if the wicked turn from his wickedness, 
and do that which is lawful and right, he shall 
live thereby. 

Yet ye say, The way of the Lord is not equal. 
O ye house of Israel, I will judge you every one 
after his ways.

'The Song of Songs. 

According to Ewald and other critics, the Song of 
Songs may he treated as in some sort a lyric drama, 
and divided into five acts ; viz. —Act i. — ch. i to eh. ii, 
v. 7 ; Act ii. — ch. ii. v. 8 toch. iii. v. 5 : Act iii. — ch. iii. 
v. 6 to ch. v.v. 8 ; Act iv.— ch v. v. 9 to ch viii. v. 4 ; 
Act v.— ch. viii. v. 5-14. The persons of the drama 
are the Shulamite, her lover, his royal rival Solomon ; 
with a chorus of ladies of the court, citizens and 
shepherd!. Modem criticism points to the song 
( being^purely a love poem, dating from post-exilic 
timft ; if an earlier production, it probably belongs 
to northern Palestine. 


Isaiah. 

Isaiah’s prophecies range from the end of Uzziah’s 
reign, 740 b.c., over the reigns of Jotham, Ahaz and 
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Hezekiah ; while on the side of the enemies^of Israel 
and Judah, we have the great name% of Tiglath 
Pileser II. (745 b.c.), Sargon (722 b.c.), and 
Sennacherib (705 b.c.). The later chapters of the 
book (xl.-lxvi.) are probably not the work of Isaiah, but 
of some later prophet, living in exile at the close of 
the Babylonian Captivity; Isaiah's own prophecies 
were written in Jerusalem itself. 


Jeremiah. 

Jeremiah is first publicly known as a prophet in 
626 b.c., the thirteenth year of King Josiah's 
“ five years before the memorable year in which the 
' Book of the Law’ was found by Hilkiah 
Temple.” “The process by which the Book of 
Jeremiah assumed its present form can only be 
represented by conjecture. The chronological dis- 
order, and the dislocations, may be«*Tegarded as 
decisive against the opinion that the prophecies wer e # 
arranged as we now have them by Jeremiah himself, 
or even by his scribe Baruch. Probably the collec- 
tion was not formed before the dose of the exile.”— 
(Driver). 


Ezekiel. 

Ezekiel’s prophecies were written in Babylonian 
exile, on the banks of the Chebar. They are full of 
exilic feeling about an imperilled and the \ a fallen 
Jerusalem ; and they range from 592-570 The 

destruction of Jerusalem by Nebuchadne7Jt*k4!fei(®f!iii* 
in 586 b.c. Ezekiel had his call to prophecy in the 
fifth year of that exile, which he shared with so 
many others of the aristocracy of Jerusalem, and 
with Jehoiachin. His own book, which probably 
comes down to us very much as it left his own hand, 
may tell the rest. 
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Hosea. 

The propltecier of Hosea date from Jeroboam II. 
(786 B.c.) and his successors ; they were written in 
the north, with Tiglath-Pileser and his Assyrians 
impiinent in Samarm. 


Joel. 

\joel is probably to be assigned to the period after 
the Captivity; but no very precise chronology can be 
fixed for his book, in the lack of sufficiently definite 
internal evidence. 


Amos. 

one of the “ herdmen of Tekoa,” is probably 
to be assigned to the latter part of Jeroboam II.’s 
reign : about 760-7461 B.c. As Canon Driver points 
out, he was not by any means rustic in his style , 
though his ynagery might be as pastoral as his 
calling. In fact, he was no more uncultured than 
many other writers who ha^e used pastoral effects 
to enforce divine and other arguments. 

Micaii. 

“ Micah was a younger contemporary of Isaiah's." 
—(Driver). 

Habakkuk. 

Habakkuk prophesied towards the beginning of 
the Chaldean supremacy. ... The precise date is 
difficult Sffix.” — (Driver) 

Zechariah. 

Zechariah’s prophecies date from the earlier years 
of Darius Hystaspis, about 520 b.c. 

MALACHI. 

Is to be assigned to the period after the Captivity. 
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
